“Statistics show that Spain, Italy 
and the Balkan States not only pro- 
duced all the sugar needed for their 
home markets, but they also began to 
export to a small extent; that Egypt, 
which, up to a few years ago, used to 
import annually 60,000 tons from Aus- 
tria, is now exporting large quantities 
to the United States and India, so the 
best outlets for sugar are those in the 
Far East. Exports of sugar from Aus- 
tria- Hungary to East India and Japan 
in 1900 showed an increase over pre- 
vious years; but Japan passed a law 
which went into effect April 1 of this 
year, providing for a consumption tax 
which will reduce the demand for 
suger, and eventually lead to the estab- 
‘ishment of sugar refineries there. 

“The only consolation, it appears, the 
Austrian dealers in sugar have is that 
there is no prospect of abolishing the 
export premiums paid by Germany, 
Austria and France. Austria is op- 
posed to the abolition of this tax, be- 
cause France is the main importer, and 
especially in refined sugar to England. 
It is surprising that the United States, 
with its millions of acres of virgin soi! 
and improved machinery, has as yet 


planted in sugar beets, and so few 


sugar factories.”

LONDON, June 12.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) London seldom has a finer spec- 
tacle than was witnessed on the Horse 
Guards parade today, when King Ed- 
ward presented medals to 3000 soldier 
participants in the South African cam- 
paign. The great square was lined 
with Guards drawn from the various 
‘regiments. In the center of the ground 
was a purple-covered dais, surmounted 
by an Indian tent with silver corner 
poles. In the space between the dais 
and St. James Park were drawn up 
2000 officers and men of the Guards, 
Household Cavalry and City Imperial 
Volunteers, all of whom had served in 
the campaign. 

The Admiralty, Horse Guards, and 
other official buildings (fronting the 
parade, were all decorated with flags. 
From the house of Joseph H. Choate, 
the United States Ambassador, on 
Cariton House terrace, few the Ameri- 
can flag. The Lord Mayor, Frank 
Green. attended in state, and the mem- 
berwot the special Moorish embassy. in 
picturesque costumes, were interested 
spectators. 

Promptly at 11 o'clock, King Edward, 
the Queen, Princess Victoria, and 
other members of the royal family ar- 
rived, and took up places on the dais, 
and the ceremony began. The re- 
cipients of the medals, in a long line, 
marched past the King, received the 
decoration from His Majesty, saluted 
and passed on. Lord Roberts came 
first, followed by Lord Müner, while 
behind them crowds of generals and 
lesser officers, whose names have be- 
come familiar, owing to the war, Buller, 
lan Hamilton, and a host of others.

Gallant Vessel Passes Through the 
Golden Gate After an Absence of Over 
Three Years—Greeted by the Mayor 
and a Band—Going to Puget Sound. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 12.—-[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Out of the mist that 
hid the horizon off the coast this aft- 
ernoon, the battleship Oregon came 
through the Golden Gate, a great 
homeward-bound pennant flat ng from 
the masthead, and the officers and 
men enthusiastic over the return of 
the vessel to her home port, after an 
absence of nearly three years and 
three months. 

Soon after the lookout on Point 
Lobos reported the battleship's ap- 
pearance, the entire waterfront and 
half of the city knew that the famous 
Oregon was entering the harbor, Sirens 
screeched, and steam Whistle made 
an uproar from the seawall! to the 
Union Iron Works, the birthplace of 
the Oregon, the history of which has 
give a fame to the battleship such 
as no other sea-fighter has. Launches 
and tugs put out to meet the long- 
absent Oregon; river steamers hastily 
decorated, steamed down the bay and 
hoarsely greeted her, and passing fer- 
ryboats fairly careened under the 
we'ght of the crowds that were ‘ammed 
against the railing to catch a glimpse 
of the massive, but graceful wa rlor. 

Passing up the channel, dipping ler 
flag to the salutes of British’ end 
American vesels on the way, and re- 
plying with deep whistling io s'milar 
forms of greeting, the Oregon reached 
a point off the ferry depot b<fore firing 
a salute of thirteen guns to the flag- 
Ship Iowa, at anchor off Folsom st: eet. 
The Iowa responded with seven guns. 
and the Oregon swung up with a f.od 
tide, rounding the Philadelphia and 
Iowa, and coming to anchor further 
out in the stream. 

Soon after the warship came to an- 

chor. the State tug Gov. Markham, 
flying huge banners, carried Mayor 
Phelan and a party of prominent cit- 
izens out to the battleship, and Capt. 
Charles M. Thomas, the commander, 
was formally welcomed. Tonight the 
Governor Markham took a band out 
to the battleship and serenaded the 
home-coming men. Like all his preje- 
cessors in the Oregon, Capt. Thomas 
speaks in the highest praise cf the 
Oregon. He said yesterday: 
“The ship is a perfect piece of 
mechanism. No vessel is more te 
worthy, and everybody knows what 
she can do in an emergency. When 
the Oregon left Shanghai. I was 
under orders to sail for Puget sound, 
but at Yokohama telegraphic orders 
were receiv to go to San Francisco. 
Some rou weather was experience 1 
when four days cut from Yokohama on 
the way to Honolulu, and for two days 
the ship was siwed down. There was 
more rough weather after leaving 
Honolulu. The Oregon will be in port 
about ten days and then proceed to 
Puget Sound to 80 in the Bremerton 
dry dock. Further than thst, the move- 
ments of the ship are unknown to 
me.“

‘FRUIT CROP SHORT. 
SAN JOSH PACKERS WORRIED. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
SAN JOSE, June 12.—Estimates made 


ners as to the fruit crop are not at all 
encouraging. There is no longer any 
doubt that the prune yield is going to 
fall below even the conservative com- 
putations heretofore made. Instances 
have been reported of whole orchards 
without a solitary epecimen of the 
fruit being left on the trees. 

Two prominent growers, each with 
orchards exceeding 100 acres, rted 
to the Cured Fruit Association this 
morning that they could not find, after 
diligent search, a total of a pound of 
fruit on either place. This condition of 
affairs extende irregularly on the low- 
lands all along the west side of the 
valley from Mountain View to Gilroy. 

In peaches the conditions are similar. 
Up to the present time the reports of 
short crops have been interpreted in 
some quarters as the result of pessi- 
mistic verdicts of the discontented. The 
results of the efforts of the packers 
during the past three days confirm the 
most affirmative estimates of small 
yields made earlier in the season. 
canners are satisfied that fruit is go- 
ing to be very short, and are even now 
directing their efforts to get supplies in 
other portions of the State. 

The cherry season is past its merid- 
jan, and the statement that the yield 
has been below a half average has long 
since been confirmed by the high prices 
in the local markets and the absence 
of any large quantities being offered 
for shipment. Apricots seem to have 
fared better than any of the fruit varie- 
ties, but they are not in such abund- 
ance as to even supply the local de- 
mand thus far.

WEATHER BUREAU’S SUMMARY OF 
CONDITIONS.

Most Staples are Excellent and No 
Failures are Noted—Harvest Progress- 
ing Nicely in All the Diversified Fields 
of Industry.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 12.—The 
Weather Bureau has issued the fol- 
lowing general summary of crop condi- 
tions in California: 

weather has been generally fa- 

vorable for the grain and hay crops 
during the week, but somewhat too 
cool for rapid maturing of deciduous 
fruits in some localities. 

Grain has matured rapidly, and har- 
vesting is progressing in portions of 
the great valleys and in the coast and 
bay sections. Wheat is said to be un- 
usually plump and heavy in many 
places, and the outlook is good for an 
average crop in most sections north 
of the Tehachepl. A fair crop will also 
be harvested in portions of Soutliern 
California. Barley, rye and oats are 
looking well, and good crops will be 
harvested. The hay crop is nearly all 
harvested, and baling is in progress; 
there has been a heavy yield, excellent 
in quality. Sugar beets, hops, beans, 
corn and garden products are all do- 
ing well and will yield good crops. 

Deciduous fruits are somewhat back- 
ward in a few localities, owing to the 
continued cool weather, but are in ex- 
cellent condition. There will be nearly 
an average yield of most varieties ex- 
cept in a few places. Peaches, how- 
ever, are reported below average. 
Grapes, walnuts and citrus fruits are 
thrifty. Irrigation water is plentiful. 


HENRIETTA MINE SOLD. 
EASTERN MONEY BUYS IT.

TUCSON, June 12.—{Exclusive Dis- 

patch.) Judge W. H. Barnes returned 
from the Henrietta mining camp in 
Yavapai county, which was purchased 
by him several months ago. Judge 
Barnes secured the Henrietta mine and 
mills for $20,000, and at once started 
work in the mine. The ore was milled 
at a profit, and the work was con- 
tinued. Judge Barnes bought the 
property upon speculation, and opened 
negotiations with eastern mining men 
who were seeking gold property in 
Arizona. A deal was consummated, 
and today a deed was signed conveying 
the property to the new owners. Judge 
Barnes received $100,000 in cash. 
This mine is one of the oldest prop- 
erties in Northern Arizona, having 
been worked at intervals ever since it 
was discovered. It paid well for many 
years under the management of Joe 
Mayer, but the camp closed down, ow- 
ing to litigation, some years ago. It 
was through litigation that Judge 
Barnes secured the property. Barnes 
made a fortune in the litigation of La 
Cananea, and was W. C. Greene's at- 
torney. When Greene won his suits 
and secured the rich mine. 
Barnes received a handsome fee. He 
also made $30,000 in the sale of the Si'- 
ver Belle mines a year ago.

Those Found Guilty of This Offense in

NEW YORK, June 12.—According to 
a Special to the Herald from Washing- 
ton, stringent regulations defining and 
prohibiting hazing have been issued 
by the War Department.

intent, invite, order, compel or -ermit 
a new cadet or candidate to sweep his 
room or tent, make his bed, bring 
water, clean his arms, equipment or 
accoutrements or perform any other 
menial service for him, or to assume 
any constrained position or to engage 
in any form of physical exercises; or 
who shall with the same intent invite, 
order or compel any new cadet or can- 
didate to eat or drink any article of 
food or to take into his mouth any 
articles whatever, or 


tion of a cadet and gentleman or any 
cadet, whose duty it is to enforce 
camp, barrack or mess 


of food or to take into his mouth any 
article whatever, in violation of said 
regulations, shall be summarily dis- 
missed from the Military Academy. 
Hasing also includes any other treat- 
ment of a harassing, tyrannical, 
abusive, shameful, insulting or hu- 
millating character. 

Dismissal is the penalty violation 
of these regulations.

HE CALIFORNIA OIL INDUSTRY. 

The local oil market does not 
bear any striking resemblance to the 
New York stock market, just at pres- 
ent. fhe attempt to stimulate the 
market by permitting margin sales— 
or, in other words, gambling—which 
was undertaken cgainst the advice of 
the more conservative members of 
the exchange, bes proved a failure, 
and the plan has been abandoned. 
Meantime, prices of stocks, with rare 
exceptions, have been uniformly on 
the down grade, so that there has 
deen no ter:ptation offered fo specu- 
lators or investors, and business has 
falien off accordingly. 

To the average observer, who does 
not\look below the surface, it would 
seem as if the California oil business 
is underso'ng a ecarcon of terrible de- 
pression, as compared with the condi- 
tions which prevailed a year or 80 
ago.

6 MANUFACTURING IN THE 
SOUTH. 

Leonora Beck Ellis writes of The 
Industrial Awakening of the South” in 
Gunton’s Magazine for June. “It 
would be difficult,” says the writer, 
“to point out another industry in an- 
other country exhibiting the same 
phenomenal growth as cotton manu- 
facturing in the South.” In substan- 
tiation of this statement it is pointed 
out that in the decade since 1890 the 
number of spindles in the South has 
increased from 1,699,082 to approxi- 
mately 7,000,000, “while the looms have 
kept a fairly even pace with the spin- 
dies, and the quality. of goods manu- 
factured has averaged constantly 
higher.” Textile institutions, which 
were formerly unknown in the South, 
are springing up in all of the cotton 
States. 

The State of North Carolina, in 
1900, manufactured all of her cotton 
crop, and even called for supplies from 
the outside. The very much larger 
crops of South Carolina and Georgia 
are in large part manufactured within 
those States. It will not be long, at 
the present rate of progress, before 
the entire cotton crop of the South 
will be manufactured within the South. 

It is a significant fact, in connec- 
tion with the rapid and wonderful 
growth of the cotton-manufacturing 
industry of the South, that there is 
littie or no present expansion of the 
industry outside of the cotton-produc- 
ing areas in the United States, nor in 
Europe. Is it not possible that this 
arrested growth of the industry in 
places which were formerly the great 
cotton manufacturing centers of the 
wor.d, is aue to a recognition of the

Obviously, the law which sustains 


this right in one instance must sus- 


There cannot be 


plicable in both cases. 

If the employé has the right to se- 
lect his employer, the employer must 
be conceded the right to select his 
employé. And if employés may enter 
into combinations pledging them- 
selves to mutuality of action with 
reference to employers and terms of 
employment, the right cannot be de- 


/nied to employers to combine for mu- 


tual protection, and to pledge them- 
selves to concerted action with ref- 


erence to employés and terms of em- 


ployment. 

It is hardiy possible to gainsay 
these propositions, which conclude 
Mr. Reichmann's review of Judge 
Baker's decision: 

“The relationship of employer and 
employé is a reciprocal one. The 
rights and duties of each are neces- 
sarily correlative. The existence ot 
one necessarily involves the existence 
of the other. It could hardly be said 
that this relationship will accord the 
right to free and unhampered asso- 


‘elation to the one and yet deny it to 


the other. If employés are permitted, 
as they unquestionably are, to asso- 
ciate together for concerted action, 
for any reason satisfactory to them- 
selves, tuough the result of such ac- 
tion may be a most serious injury to 
the employer, the destruction of his 
business or even his financial ruin, it 
seems hardly reasonable to say that 
the employers themselves are to he 
denied this right. If Judge Baker 
had decided the Condon case differ- 
ently it would have been a most s*,i- 
ous blow to organized efforts on the 
part of laboring men to better their 


condition.“
